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One dead, one hospitalized, two 
arrested in police-involved shooting 


ISP investigating Thursday’s Wabash incident at the 
request of Kosciusko County Sheriff's Department

One man is dead, a woman 
has been hospitalized and two 
others have been arrested af- 
ter a police-involved shooting 
Thursday evening in Wabash. 

The Indiana State Police 
(ISP), at the request of the 
Kosciusko County Sheriff’s 


Department, is investigating 
the incident, said ISP Peru 
Post public information of- 
ficer Sgt. Tony Slocum, on 
Thursday. 

Slocum said the Kosciusko 
County Sheriff’s Department 
(KCSD) served the warrant 
as part of a criminal inves- 
tigation conducted by the 
Wabash County Sheriff’s De- 


partment (WCSD). 

Slocum said the preliminary 
investigation by ISP detec- 
tives revealed at approximate- 
ly 5:45 p.m., officers from the 
KCSD Special Weapons and 
Tactics Team (SWAT) served 
a search warrant in the 60 
block of East Main Street. 

“They have a working rela- 
tionship since Wabash Coun- 
ty does not have a SWAT 
team, (KCSD) was requested 
due to possible weapons be- 
ing in the home,” said Slo- 


cum, on Friday. 

Slocum said after officers 
made entry into the residence, 
there was an exchange of 
gunfire between law enforce- 
ment and individuals inside. 

Slocum said two people 
inside the home appeared 
to have suffered gunshot 
wounds. 

A 35-year-old woman was 
transported to a Fort Wayne 
hospital. 

Roger D. Hipskind, 37, 
was pronounced dead at the 


scene. Hipskind had been 
scheduled to appear Feb. 22 
at a pretrial conference in 
Wabash County Circuit Court 
after pleading not guilty to a 
misdemeanor charge of con- 
version on Jan. 5, according 
to court records. 

On Friday, Slocum said “it 
has yet to be determined if 
Hipskind died from an offi- 
cers bullet or from a self-in- 
flicted gunshot. An autopsy

As of Friday, the Indiana 
State Department of Health 
(ISDH) announced 518,997 
Hoosiers have received the 
first dose of COVID-19 vac- 
cine, and 127,521 are fully 
vaccinated. 

Hoosiers age 70 and older, 
along with healthcare work- 
ers, long-term care residents 
and first responders, are now 
eligible to receive a vaccine. 

Local officials across the 
state have put together vac- 
cine clinics in all 92 coun- 
ties in record time to ac- 
complish this feat, but they 
haven’t done it alone. 

And the site at the Wabash 
County Museum hasn’t 
been an exception. 


“These are going are go- 
ing to be our registration 
and observers,” said Mayor 
Scott Long. 

Long said because volun- 
teers don’t have to be med- 
ical personnel, he contacted 
Kari Johnson at Southwood 
Jr/Sr. High School who 
runs the intern program. 

“These students are volun- 
teering their time and gives 
them experience. And we’re 
thankful for the ability to 
utilize them,” said Long. 

Parkview Wabash Hos- 
pital president Marilyn J. 
Custer-Mitchell said these 
Southwood students will be 
helping at the clinic through 
the end of the school year. 

“They are helping register 
patients and schedule the pa- 
tient’s second shot appoint- 


ments,” said Custer-Mitch- 
ell. “They have been a huge 
help and we are thrilled to 
have them helping us.” 

The first week the clinic 
was open the Southwood 
students were volunteering. 
By the second week, nurs- 
ing students from Hunting- 
ton University started ad- 
ministering vaccines. 

“This is a great opportuni- 
ty for them to get experience 
giving shots and working 
with actual patients. And 
again, it’s a huge help to us 
and has been a blessing,” 
said Custer-Mitchell. 

Custer-Mitchell, said the 
clinic is staffed completely 
by volunteers. 

“We have two types of 
volunteers who are quali- 
fied to administer vaccines 


and we have volunteers 
who are administrative, 
completing patient registra- 
tions and scheduling,” said 
Custer-Mitchell. 

Custer-Mitchell said they 
still needed more volunteers 
including 10 vaccinators a 
week and between 10 and 
15 administrative volunteers 
a week. 

“We’ve not had to ask for 
any additional administra- 
tive volunteers besides the 
(Southwood) students yet, 
but I believe we will need to 
soon,” said Custer-Mitchell. 

Custer-Mitchell said 
wanted to “give a special 
thanks to all the people who 
have really helped us get 
the clinic up and running” 


NWS: 6 to 10 
more inches of 
snow expected 
to fall through 
Monday 


Winter Storm 
Watch, Hazardous 
Weather Outlook in 
effect for the region

Though it’s been a mild win- 
ter for the most part, travel- 
ers can expect to face at least 
a half-foot of snow through 
Monday. 

On Friday, the National 
Weather Service (NWS) of 
Northern Indiana issued a 
Winter Storm Watch and Haz- 
ardous Weather Outlook for 
the entire northern Indiana 
and northwest Ohio region. 

“Heavy snow” is possible, 
with total snow accumulations 
of 5 inches to 9 inches. 

“Travel could be very diffi- 
cult,” stated the NWS. “Snow 
may be heavy at times from 
late Saturday into Sunday and 
is expected to impact travel.” 

On Friday, NWS Northern 
Indiana meteorologist Todd 
Holsten said a “big storm” that 
rolled into southern California 
here that morning, dropping 
over 10 feet of snow in the 
Sierra Nevada mountains of 
California. 

“That system is making a 
beeline for the Ohio Valley 
here by (Saturday) night,’ said 
Holsten. 

Holsten said the heaviest 
snow that we expect here will 
occur Saturday night general- 
ly on the order of 3 to 5 inches 
of snow. 

“As the system comes into 
the Ohio Valley, it also begins 
to slow down,” said Holsten. 
“Tt looks like the snow is go- 
ing to linger into Monday.” 

Holsten said the storm will 
be at a lighter intensity though

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Point in Time Count reaches out to those experiencing homelessness 


The annual tally took 
place Thursday at 
White Rock Recreation

The Point in Time Count 
happens every year, but a 
global pandemic does not. 

So, this year’s tally of 
those experiencing home- 
lessness looked a little dif- 
ferent Thursday afternoon at 
White Rock Recreation. 

“COVID-19 has changed 
our direct interaction with 
the homeless,” said Advan- 
tage Housing case manager 
Samie McFadden on Fri- 
day. “To protect the health 
of everyone, that population 
will be observed and count- 
ed rather than complete- 
ly screened in a survey as 


they have been in previous 
years.” 

McFadden said this year 
they had carry-alls, back- 
packs, blankets, can open- 
ers, hand warmers, hygiene 
kits and treat bags. 

“Folks could just take what 
they needed,” said McFad- 
den. 

McFadden said this year’s 
count in figures of those 
experiencing homelessness 
was similar to previous 
years, but that the evic- 
tion moratorium in effect 
throughout the pandemic 
has left some thinking it 
“meant they never had to 
pay their rent.” 

“Please make sure people 
understand that they will al- 
ways have to pay the rent,” 
said McFadden. “They 
might just not have to pay 
it now. Many people were 


evicted because they did not 
pay their rent at all.” 

McFadden said people 
were also evicted for other 
reasons having nothing to 
do with the pandemic. 

“People have to be good 
tenants to stay in their 
homes,” said McFadden. 

The Region 5 Planning 
Council serves Cass, How- 
ard, Miami, Tipton and Wa- 
bash counties and admin- 
isters the local count each 
year. 

“On a single night during 
the last week of every Jan- 
uary, Indiana Housing 
and Community Develop- 
ment Authority (IHCDA) 
works with Regional Plan- 
ning Councils to conduct a 
count of homeless persons 
throughout the state,” stated 
the group. “A shelter count 
is conducted that counts 


how many people are stay- 
ing in Emergency Shelters 
or Transitional Housing 
Programs, and a street count 
is conducted to target home- 
less persons who may not 
be staying in shelters. The 
purpose of the count is to 
understand the scope and 
characteristics of people 
sleeping in shelters or plac- 
es not meant for human hab- 
itation. Information is com- 
piled for an annual report to 
congress. This is essential in 
appropriating funds, mea- 
suring performance data 
and setting goals to improve 
the lives of children, wom- 
en and men experiencing 
homelessness.” 

In December 2020, Gov. 
Eric Holcomb and Lt. Gov. 
Suzanne Crouch addressed 
the 29th annual Dentons 
Legislative Conference to 


present their 2021 Next Lev- 
el Agenda. During their re- 
marks, Crouch said housing 
stock was of “critical im- 
portance” as they sought to 
continue building the state’s 
workforce. 

Grow Wabash County 
president and CEO Keith 
A. Gillenwater said Wabash 
County has a substantial 
gap in housing in several 
demographics — market-rate 
workforce housing, high- 
er-end single-family exec- 
utive-style, quality subsi- 
dized single-family, quality 
subsidized multi-family and 
market-rate multi-family 
housing. 

McFadden said many have 
found alternatives, staying 
with friends or relatives 
being the most common

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Conflict among bishops goes 
public on Inauguration Day 


peaking to an Italian 
family association 
in 2018, Pope Francis 
compared the abortion 
of children with genetic 
problems to “what the 
Nazis did to purify the 
race. Today, we do the 
same thing, but with white 
gloves.” 

A year later, Francis 
bluntly asked a journalist 
from Mexico if it’s “fair to 
eliminate a human life in 
order to solve a problem? 
The answer to which is, 
‘No.’ Second question: 

Is it fair to pay a sniper 

to solve a problem? No. 
Abortion is not a religious 
problem. ... It is a problem 
of eliminating a human 
life. Period.” 

But the pope was careful 
in his Inauguration Day 
message to America’s 
second Catholic president, 
assuring Joe Biden that 
he would “pray that your 
decisions will be guided 
by a concern for building a 
society marked by authen- 
tic justice and freedom, 
together with unfailing 
respect for the rights and 
dignity of every person, 
especially the poor, the 
vulnerable and those who 
have no voice.” 

The pope’s text was 
examined closely after 
reports that the Vatican — 
on behalf of progressive 
American bishops — tried 
to stop the circulation of 
a sobering statement from 
the president of the U.S. 
Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. The letter from 
Archbishop Jose Gomez of 
Los Angeles addressed the 
challenge, and blessing, 
of working with “our first 
president in 60 years to 
profess the Catholic faith.” 

Clearly, Biden’s piety 
had offered “solace in 
times of darkness and 
tragedy,’ said Gomez, 
leader of America’s largest 
diocese and a crucial voice 
among Hispanic Catholics. 
He also praised Biden’s 
“longstanding commitment 
to the Gospel’s priority for 
the poor.” 
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Neverthe- 
less, Gomez 
noted, “our 
new pres- 
ident has 
pledged to 
pursue cer- 
tain policies 
that would 
advance 
moral evils 
and threaten human life 
and dignity, most seriously 
in the areas of abortion, 
contraception, marriage 
and gender. Of deep con- 
cern is the ... freedom of 
believers to live according 
to their consciences.” 

Cardinal Blase Cupich 
of Chicago fired back on 
Twitter, attacking this 
“ill-considered statement 
on the day of President 
Biden’s inauguration” 
while claiming “there is 
seemingly no precedent” 
for this action by Gomez. 

The Pillar, a Catholic 
news website, reported 
that the Vatican Secre- 
tariat of State intervened 
to “spike” the statement 
from the U.S. bishops after 
objections from Cupich, 
Cardinal Joseph Tobin of 
Newark, New Jersey, and 
some other bishops. 

This clash was a rare 
example — in public — of 
ongoing tensions among 
American bishops about 
how to handle Catholic 
politicians who dissent, 
in word and deed, from 
centuries of church doc- 
trines on life-and-death 
issues such as abortion 
and euthanasia, as well as 
hot-button topics such as 
sex, gender and marriage. 

These tensions intensified 
in 2004, when a commit- 
tee of American bishops 
sought Vatican advice on 
how to relate to Sen. John 
Kerry, a liberal Catholic 
who was the Democrat- 
ic Party’s presidential 
nominee. The question was 
whether his strong support 
for abortion rights should 
affect his ability to receive 
Holy Communion. 

In a private reply, Car- 
dinal Joseph Ratzinger 


Terry 


— now the retired Pope 
Benedict XVI — said that 
if prominent supporters of 
abortion continue to pres- 
ent themselves for Holy 
Communion, against the 
advice of their local bish- 
ops, priests “must refuse 
to distribute it.” 

The committee’s leader — 
the now-disgraced Theo- 
dore McCarrick — claimed 
that Ratzinger’s letter 
endorsed compromise. 
American bishops have 
been arguing ever since 
about what some call the 
“McCarrick doctrine.” 
Meanwhile, Cardinal 
Wilton Gregory of Wash- 
ington, D.C., has promised 
that he will not prevent 
Biden from receiving Holy 
Communion. 

“Cardinal Cupich’s 
tweets certainly intensi- 
fied matters,” said J.D. 
Flynn, editor of The Pillar, 
reached by telephone. 
“Bishops, ordinarily, just 
don’t do things like that.” 

In his letter, Gomez 
stressed that Catholic 
leaders face the challenge 
of defending doctrines that 
do not “align neatly with 
the political categories of 
left or right or the plat- 
forms of our two major 
political parties.” This 
affects issues ranging from 
race to economic justice, 
from health care to immi- 
gration. 

Nevertheless, for Amer- 
ica’s Catholic bishops, 
the “continued injustice 
of abortion remains the 
‘preeminent priority, ” 
argued Gomez. That said, 
the word “preeminent does 
not mean ‘only.’ We have 
deep concerns about many 
threats to human life and 
dignity in our society. But 
as Pope Francis teaches, 
we cannot stay silent when 
nearly a million unborn 
lives are being cast aside 
in our country year after 
year through abortion.”

“Besides the pandemic, the 
community is seeing rental 
rates go up, and fewer places 
available,” said McFadden. 

McFadden said homeless- 
ness in an urban setting is 
somewhat easier to see, and 
often looks like tent cities. 

“The people ban together 
to make their own commu- 
nity for safety and resource 
sharing. In rural settings, we 
see more isolation amongst 
the unsheltered homeless,” 
said McFadden. 

Gillenwater cited Zillow 
listings and recent sales 
prices going up from 26 per- 
cent from 2015 to 2020. 

Gillenwater said the local 
total housing stock is also 
aged, with over 38 percent 
in Wabash County hav- 
ing been built before 1939. 
That’s compared to less than 
10 percent of the total stock 
in the county which has been 
built in the last 20 years. 


Gillenwater cited several 
ongoing projects, including 
the redevelopment of the 
Parkview Hospital Legacy 
Site, which is a joint part- 
nership between the city, 
Parkview Wabash Hospital, 
Grow Wabash County and 
several other partners; and 
the East Market Street corri- 
dor project, which is a part- 
nership between the city and 
the Wabash County Busi- 
ness Alliance Foundation 
(GWC Foundation). 

Gillenwater said the city 
is spearheading, with sev- 
eral development partners 
and Grow Wabash County’s 
assistance, the remediation 
and redevelopment of the 
former GDX site. 

Gillenwater said the Town 
of North Manchester also 
has worked with Grow Wa- 
bash County’s assistance 
over the last five years to 
develop the new Chester 
Heights subdivision on 
9th Street along with Ideal 
Builders. 

Gillenwater said the city 
also spearheaded the devel- 


opment of 41 senior-housing 
units at Rock City Lofts in 
the last several years, and 
has assisted several down- 
town building owners with 
facade grants for their build- 
ings, several of which have 
apartments available on the 
upper floors. 

McFadden said these 
problems have many con- 
tributing factors and local 
policy-makers have been 
working to understand these 
issues better in their com- 
munities the last six years 
“partly because of the snap- 
shot of the Point In Time 
count.” 

“Additionally, more and 
more stakeholders have 
stepped forward with ideas 
and commitments for both 
long term and short term 
solutions. Advantage Hous- 
ing is proud to be helping 
Wabash develop long- and 
short-term shelter. Some af- 
fordable housing is also in 
the works, and we hope we 
can continue to help,’ said 
McFadden. 

Crouch said the Indiana 


Housing and Communi- 
ty Development Authori- 
ty (IHCDA) is creating a 
public-private partnership 
“to develop a comprehen- 
sive overview of our state’s 
housing supply and needs on 
a county by county basis.” 

Crouch’s director of com- 
munications Randy Spieth 
said the IHCDA created the 
Housing Working Group, 
which was charged with un- 
dertaking a State Housing 
Study. Spieth said the public 
interface for the dashboard 
will include an online map 
to see data at different geog- 
raphies and incorporate oth- 
er publicly available data. 

Crouch said rural housing, 
in particular, was of utmost 
importance as the IHCDA 
was also conducting a pilot 
process with Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) 
to create and rehabilitate 
rural properties throughout 
Indiana.

Holsten said tempera- 
ture-wise during the snow, it 
was going to be cool. 

“We’ll be lucky if we crack 
above freezing Sunday af- 
ternoon and then again on 
Monday. But, other than that, 
temperatures will be plenty 
cold for snow,” said Holsten. 

Holsten said the forecast- 
ed storm would help get the 
seasonal precipitation lev- 
els closer to normal. At the 
Fort Wayne station, there 
have only been 5 inches of 
snow recorded when there 
is usually 20 inches by now, 
a 15-inch departure below 
normal. 

Holsten said there wasn’t 
much snow last year, either. 
At the same point last year, 
Fort Wayne had recorded 
13.5 inches of snow. 

“We’ve had a couple of 
pretty mild, less-than-normal 
snowfall winters here in a 
row, so this will get us closer 
to normal,” said Holsten. “I 
don’t think Fort Wayne will 
hit normal. I think they stay 
below.” 

Holsten said the moisture 
would be “appreciated, cer- 
tainly” as areas of the state 
are still in a drought. 

“So, that'll help to allevi- 
ate that,’ said Holsten. ‘““This 
particular event it should be 
really close to a 10-to-1 ratio. 
So if you get five inches of 
snow, you get a half-inch of 
liquid. If you get 10 inches 
you’ve got an inch.”

f there were any lingering 

doubts about the undermining 
of science as the COVID-19 
crisis erupted last year, Dr. An- 
thony Fauci has horror stories to 
prove otherwise. In a series of 
recent interviews, most notably 
with The New York Times, 
the nation’s leading infectious 
disease expert revealed how his 
informed advice for grappling 
with a growing pandemic was 
all but dismissed by a White 
House flirting with denialism. 

“We would say things like, 
‘This is an outbreak. Infectious 
diseases run their own course 
unless one does something to 
intervene,” Fauci recalled. 
“(President Donald Trump) 
would get up and start talking 
about, ‘It’s going to go away, 
it’s magical, it’s going to disap- 
pear.” 

A year and more than 424,000 
dead Americans later, grim 
lessons have been learned about 
the costs of downplaying re- 
search-based measures such as 
mask wearing, social distancing 
and testing. (Science is also 
riding to the rescue in the form 
of safe and effective vaccines.) 

The same kind of fact-based, 
science-based approach is 
also needed to tackle climate 
change, the other crisis threat- 
ening humanity. 

Levels of heat-trapping carbon 
dioxide in the atmosphere, pro- 


duced in large part by the burn- 
ings of fossil fuels, are higher 
than the Earth has seen in at 
least 800,000 years. Last year 
tied 2016 as the hottest years on 
record within the hottest decade 
ever recorded. 

Mega-blazes across America 
last year incinerated towns 
and forests made tinder dry by 
prolonged drought. Warming 
ocean waters helped transform 
storms like Hurricane Sally into 
slow-moving, water-deluging 
behemoths. 

New research this month 
reveals that freshwater frozen 
on Antarctica is melting into 
the oceans at a rate six times 
faster than 40 years ago, a clear 
sign of a warming planet and a 
harbinger of a precipitous sea 
rise in the decades to come. 

Although climate change is al- 
ready a here-and-now problem, 
scientists say it’s still possi- 
ble to slow the rise in global 
temperatures and mitigate the 
most catastrophic effects. This 
will require reducing green- 
house gas emissions and even 
extracting gases from the skies, 
if science can find a way to do 
it at scale. 

President Joe Biden was elect- 
ed on a platform that included 
prioritizing the fight against 
climate change. Among his first 
actions were rejoining the Paris 
climate accord and rolling back 


Trump-era deregulation. On 
Wednesday, he’s expected to 
announce a moratorium on new 
oil and gas leasing on federal 
land. 

In the weeks ahead, Biden 
will seek hundreds of billions 
of dollars in clean-energy 
investments, including projects 
such as installing vast numbers 
of electric vehicle charging 
stations. 

We continue to believe that 
a crucial step should be a 
refundable national carbon tax 
(about which Biden is silent) 
to make renewable sources and 
carbon-capture schemes more 
competitive with fossil fuels. 
And, in our view, Biden’s quick 
canceling of the Keystone XL 
pipeline is a largely symbolic 
move unlikely to keep oil from 
being extracted from Canadian 
oil sands. 

Nonetheless, with Biden’s 
election, the nation and Con- 
gress can begin the crucial and 
necessary debate over how best 
to attack this crisis. 

Denying that the crisis even 
exists — as Trump did with 
the coronavirus, and many 
still do with human-caused 
climate change — kills debate 
and ensures nothing is accom- 
plished until it’s too late to avert 
calamity.

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Raising revenue for rural broadband and more 


ws the Indiana Gen- 

eral Assembly wasn’t 

in session this past summer 

and fall, I spent a lot of my 
time investigating innovative 
ways to increase funding for 
rural broadband projects. After 
plenty of research, I requested a 
bill be written that would bring 
in revenue for our state by im- 
posing a surcharge tax on social 
media providers like Facebook 
and Twitter. 

If a company met the param- 
eters, the bill would require 
them to pay a 7 percent tax on 
their Indiana-based advertising 
revenue. Additionally, the com- 
panies would owe the Indiana 
Department of Revenue one 
dollar for every active Indiana 
account holder. 


This bill could 
generate rough- 
ly $50 million 
in the first year 
and nearly 
$100 million 
by the second 
year. Of that 
funding, under 
my proposal, 90 
percent would 
be allocated for rural broadband 
improvements and expansion, 
and 10 percent would be allo- 
cated to the Online Bullying, 
Social Isolation and Suicide 
Prevention Fund. Every year, 
more money could be filing in 
as more Hoosiers join social 
media sites.

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A recap of Mr. 
Trump’s presidency 


he end of Mr. Trump’s presidency is a good time 

to review the policy landscape of the past four 
years. As with any president, there are successes and 
failures as measured against his own standards of 
success. The rest of us might offer judgments as well. 
In the case of our 45th president, I am 
tempted to call this the good, the bad 
and the ugly. I review them in order. 

First, the good. Mr. Trump’s 
successes include sweeping removal 
of many of Mr. Obama’s executive 
orders, and regulatory expansion. 
Regardless of your feelings about 
the wisdom of any of these orders, 
Mr. Trump demonstrated the fleet- 
ing nature of non-legislative policy 
maneuvers. Of course, these are likely 
to disappear in the coming weeks as well. 

Mr. Trump successfully attacked ISIS, and disman- 
tled a deeply flawed Iranian nuclear deal. He also 
attacked individual Iranian terrorists, sending a stark 
message to that regime. His policies led to a modest 
improvement of relations between nations in the 
Middle East who fear the spread of Iranian terror. 

His domestic economic policy successes were 
limited to tax reform that brought our corporate taxes 
in-line with other developed nations and reduced 
loopholes. He made individual income taxes more 
progressive, and reduced the compliance burden on 
millions of families. Some of this will remain very 
popular, and I commented favorably on that policy in 
this column. 

These successes are tempered by lack of follow up. 
Mr. Trump did little with Congress, so faces the same 
erasure of his executive orders that faced Mr. Obama. 
In confronting Iran, he weakened NATO, and offered 
no follow-up to Iran’s violence that would bring to 
bear a coalition outside the Middle East. He failed 
to reduce spending or confront any major spending 
program during the longest economic recovery in 
history. In short, a lack of vision and discipline meant 
that his policy victories are written in sand. 

Now the bad. Mr. Trump failed to “build a wall” on 
our southern border, and that which he did complete 
was paid for by American taxpayers. That was an 
ineffective plan, so we are lucky he failed, but it 
also set back an important immigration debate. His 
predecessors will find it more difficult to reach an 
immigration compromise because of Mr. Trump, and 
for that we are all worse off. 

He launched a trade war that empowered China, 
raised taxes on Americans and significantly damaged 
our manufacturing economy long before anyone 
heard of COVID. Today, we have fewer factory jobs 
than when Mr. Trump took office, and a larger trade 
deficit with China. I think these are bad standards to 
judge a president by, but these are his own standards. 
According to them, he failed badly. 

After four years we have fewer jobs, more inequal- 
ity and more modest stock market expansion than 
when he entered office. Mr. Trump added to the fed- 
eral rate at nearly twice the speed of any democratic 
president in 50 years. Even without COVID, Mr. 
Trump would’ve racked up the largest federal debt 
during an economic recovery in U.S. history. But, 
there was COVID, which falls squarely into the ugly 
part of his presidency. 

COVID will kill well over half a million Americans 
before we are fully immunized to this round of it. 

No American president could have prevented a large 
mortality event. But, if the U.S. response had been as 
effective as the next worst country, we’d have fewer 
than half the number of deaths as we have experi- 
enced. That is Mr. Trump’s doing. He purposefully 
downplayed the risk of COVID to protect his re-elec- 
tion campaign. He fostered the politicization of 
simple public health measures and failed to provide 
test kits, and now it appears, vaccines. He intentional- 
ly failed the basic duties of his office. 

Mr. Trump’s willful lies and negligence helped fuel 
the spread of the disease and kill somewhere between 
250,000 and 400,000 Americans. This came on the 
tail of an impeachment that should have seen him 
removed from office for abuse of power. 

The final piece of ugliness was the most brazen 
assault upon our constitutional order by a sitting 
president in our history. For more than two months, 
the president carefully crafted not only a lie, but a 
vast untruth surrounding election fraud. He spread 
this false narrative — the most perfect example of 
propaganda in American history — to tens of millions 
of his supporters. He personally created the ecosys- 
tem for a constitutional crisis. He then unleashed a 
physical assault upon our Congress to obstruct the 
Constitution. 

Four years ago, I wrote a hopeful column de- 
scribing potential policy achievements of a Trump 
presidency. Today must be a bitter moment for 
conservatives hoping his would be a transformational 
presidency. Instead, conservatives find themselves in 
disarray, and chained to insurrectionists. Ultimately, 
his few policy achievements are a mirage, undone by 
his many flaws. In the end, Mr. Trump’s most lasting 
legacy will be the importance of character, in this the 
lack thereof, in public service.

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Move over, sourdough 
- it’s time to make bacon 


was tempted to call this 

article “The Girl and the 
Pig,” because I am hooked 
on bacon. More specifi- 
cally, I am hooked on my 
own home-cured bacon. 
Prompted by a whole lot of 
time on my hands thanks 
to sheltering in place, as 
well as an affinity for char- 
cuterie, I decided to have a 
~__— ——— go and cure 
pork belly, 
aka bacon. I 
am now here 
to say that 
you — any 
of you — can 
do this too, 
and once 
you try it, 
there will be 
no turning back. Not only 
are the results positively 
swoon-worthy, but the pro- 
cess is ridiculously simple, 
except that you need to 
plan ahead. 

Curing pork belly takes 
time — a week, in fact — but 
don’t stop reading. There’s 
nothing to do in that week 
except designate a little 
refrigerator space to your 
DIY project and remember 
to flip the pork every other 
day. The hardest part will 
be waiting. To make this 
exercise in patience worth- 
while, I encourage you to 
buy a good amount of pork 
belly. It’s not expensive, 
and you might as well reap 
a generous stash for the 
time it takes to cure. 

All of this may beg the 
question: What to do with 
five pounds of home-cured 
bacon? (Oh, to be so lucky 
to have that problem.) 
Well, so far I’ve eaten 
quite a bit, frozen half, and 
given some away. While 
I often use bacon as an 
ingredient in salads, stews 
and pasta dishes, this ba- 
con is so good, I only want 
to eat it straight up, fried 
in a skillet or baked in the 
oven. So, in the spirit of 
simplicity, I’ve included 
a recipe for caramelized 
bacon chips, roasted in 
the oven with sugar and 
spices. 


Lynda 
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Home-Cured Pork Belly 
Recipe adapted from 
Saveur Magazine 
Active time: 20 minutes 
Total time: 3 hours and 20 
minutes, plus 7 days 
curing time 
Yield: Makes 5 pounds 
5 pounds pork belly with 
skin 
1/3 cup kosher salt 
1/4 cup granulated sugar 
2 tablespoons black pep- 
percorns 
3 bay leaves 
2 garlic cloves, chopped 


Rinse the pork and pat 
dry with paper towels. Lay 
the pork on a large sheet of 
parchment paper. 

Combine the salt, sugar, 
peppercorns and bay 
leaves in a mortar or spice 
grinder. Coarsely pound or 
grind and then mix in the 
garlic. Smear the spices all 
over the pork. Transfer to 
a large resealable plastic 
bag, turning to distribute 
the spices. Place on a 
rimmed baking tray and 
refrigerate for 7 days, flip- 
ping the bag every second 
day. After seven days, the 
pork should feel firm to 
the touch. If not, refriger- 
ate an additional day and 
check again. 

Remove the bacon from 
the bag and thoroughly 
rinse under cold water. Pat 
dry with paper towels. 

Heat the oven to 200 
degrees. Place the bacon 
on a rimmed baking sheet 


or baking dish. Roast in 
the oven until the meat is 
brown and an instant-read 
thermometer inserted in 
the center registers 150 
degrees, about 3 hours. 
Transfer the bacon to a 
cutting board. Slice off 
the skin with a long, thin 
knife. Cool the bacon to 
room temperature, then 
transfer to the refrigerator 
and cool completely. Once 
cold, cut into portions, 
if desired, and wrap in 
plastic. Store in the refrig- 
erator for up to one week 
or freeze for up to three 
months.

1 cup light brown sugar

1/2 teaspoon cayenne, or to

1/2 teaspoon ground cinna- 
mon, or to taste 

Heat the oven to 350 
degrees. 

Spread the sugar on a 
small plate. Dredge the 
bacon in the sugar, making 
sure that a good amount 
sticks. Arrange the bacon 
in a single layer on a grill 
pan or in a cast iron skil- 
let. Sprinkle the cayenne 
and cinnamon over the 
bacon. 

Transfer to the oven and 
bake until deep golden 
brown, without burning, 
turning once with a spatu- 
la, 12 to 15 minutes. 

Remove from the oven 
and transfer the bacon to a 
plate lined with parchment 
paper. Cool completely. 
The chips will continue to 
crisp as they cool. 


Interest continues to grow in 
inaugural poet Amanda Gorman

NEW YORK — Within 
hours of Amanda Gorman’s 
reading of the inaugural poem 
last week, bookstores were 
hearing from their customers. 

“Hopefully this will be a 
bridge that brings a lot of 
people to poetry,’ says Mike 
Wysock, who manages The 
Book Stall in Winnetka, Ili- 
nois. 

Interest in the 22-year-old 
Gorman and demand for her 
work has not slowed down 
since much of the world dis- 
covered her and “The Hill 
We Climb,” a highlight of the 
ceremony marking President 
Joe Biden’s assuming office. 
Two books scheduled for Sep- 
tember, the picture story “The 
Change We Sing” and a poetry 
collection featuring “The Hill 
We Climb,’ have occupied 
the top two spots on Amazon. 
com for the past week. The 
release of the fourth-ranked 
book, a standalone edition 
of “The Hill We Climb,” has 
been moved up from April 27 
to March 16 and will include 


a foreword from Oprah Win- 
frey. 

Each of the three books have 
announced first printings of 1 
million copies, Penguin an- 
nounced Thursday, numbers 
that virtually no poet would 
dare even fantasize about. 
Gorman, who at 17 became 
the country’s National Youth 
Poet Laureate, is a longtime 
Los Angeles resident who 
credits poetry with helping her 
work on a speech impediment. 

“The incredible attention

Amanda is receiving as a poet 
is entirely unprecedented,” 
says Jennifer Benka, president 
and executive director of the 
Academy of American Poets, 
which saw traffic on its web- 
site soar after the Jan. 20 inau- 
gural. “Her poem and presen- 
tation has provoked a response 
to a poet we’ve never seen.” 
Gorman’s life has become 
unusual for a poet in other 
ways too: She has signed a 
deal for fashion and beauty 
endorsement with IMG Mod- 


els, where other clients in- 
clude model Kate Moss and 
tennis star Naomi Osaka, and 
she will soon be appearing at 
another global event: She will 
read an original poem Feb. 7 
at the Super Bowl in Tampa, 
Florida, where she will offer 
tribute to three people — edu- 
cator Trimaine Davis, nurse 
manager Suzie Dorner and 
Marine veteran James Martin 
— for their contributions during 
the pandemic. 

Gorman is by far the young- 
est of the poets to read at pres- 
idential inaugurations since 
Robert Frost was invited to 
John F. Kennedy’s in 1961. 
The only inaugural poem to 
approach the popularity of 
“The Hill We Climb” is the 
late Maya Angelou’s “On the 
Pulse of the Morning,’ which 
she read at the 1993 ceremo- 
ny for President Bill Clinton. 
A bound edition went on to 
sell more than | million cop- 
ies, though Angelou at the 
time was already famous for 
her memoir “I Know Why the 
Caged Bird Sings.” Gorman 
had never published a book 
before this year. 


Another urgent item 
for Biden’s to-do list: 
The looming Social 
Security Funding crisis 


hen you inherit a 

mess, as President 
Joe Biden has, everyone 
needs you to make their 
issue a priority. 

The coronavirus is still 
spreading, causing thou- 
sands of deaths each day, 
and we can’t get enough 
vaccine in the arms of 
people to 
stop it or at 
least slow it 
down. 

People are 
struggling 
to pay their 
rent or 
mortgages 
or put food 
on the table. 
Last week, 
900,000 people filed new 
unemployment claims. 

Biden is moving fast to 
help. He has extended the 
payment pause for federal 
student loans until Septem- 
ber. By executive order, 
he has extended a freeze 
on evictions nationwide 
through the end of March. 
Biden also extended to 
March a moratorium on 
foreclosures and evictions 
for borrowers with federally 
guaranteed mortgages. 

But there’s another matter 
that should get Biden’s 
immediate attention. Right 
now, while the Democrats 
control the House and 
Senate, Biden needs to put 
this on his to-do list: fixing 
Social Security. 

Many young adults al- 
ready believe Social Securi- 
ty won’t be around for them 
to collect. Although Social 
Security isn’t bankrupt, it’s 
certainly facing a serious 
shortfall in income to cover 
promised payments. 

“Social Security and 
Medicare both face long- 
term financing shortfalls 
under currently scheduled 
benefits and financing,” 
according to the 2020 
trustee report for the Social 
Security and Medicare trust 
funds. 

The reserves of the Old- 
Age and Survivors Insur- 
ance Trust Fund (OASI), 
which pays retirement and 
survivor benefits, will be 
unable to pay full benefits 
by 2034, the Social Security 
Board of Trustees projected. 
Without legislative action, 
in little more than a decade, 
the OASI will have enough 
tax income to pay out only 
76 percent of scheduled 
payments. 

The Disability Insurance 
Trust Fund, which pays dis- 
ability benefits, is in slightly 
better shape. The fund will 
have enough money coming 
in to cover 92 percent of 
scheduled benefits. The dis- 
ability trust fund is healthi- 
er, in part, because applica- 
tions have been decreasing 
since 2010. The number of 
disabled-worker beneficia- 
ries receiving payments has 
also declined. 

However, given the impact 
of the coronavirus on mil- 
lions of individuals, the sol- 
vency of the disability trust 
fund may be in jeopardy 
sooner than the projections 
show. 

In an update last April, 
the trustees noted that the 
pandemic could affect 
the financial health of the 
funds. “The duration and 
severity of the pandemic 
will affect the estimates ... 
and the financial status of 
the program, particularly in 
the short term,” said Social 
Security Commissioner 
Andrew Saul. 

And now we know that 
some people are having 
health issues long after 
recovering from the virus. 
The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
has reported that long-term 
symptoms have includ- 
ed joint pain, respiratory 
abnormalities, inflammation 
of the heart muscle and 
depression. 

In November, the Social 
Security Administration’s 
Office of the Chief Actuary 
released an update not- 
ing that the effects of the 
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pandemic and the recession 
on the trust funds “will be 
significant.” 

More people unemployed 
means less payroll taxes 
collected. Low interest rates 
may help boost consumer 
spending, but that also 
means less income earned 
on the securities held by the 
trust funds, the Peter G. Pe- 
terson Foundation pointed 
out in a blog post last year. 

The virus-related econom- 
ic downturn will probably 
accelerate the timing of 
the shortfalls, according to 
a brief by the Bipartisan 
Policy Center. 

Social Security is the fi- 
nancial lifeline for millions 
of Americans. Fifty-seven 
percent of retirees rely on 
Social Security as their 
major source of income, 
according to a 2018 Gallup 
poll. 

President Donald Trump 
left office without taking 
any action to fix Social 
Security. 

One solution often touted 
is raising the income 
threshold for the Social 
Security payroll tax. This 
year, the maximum amount 
of earnings subject to the 
Social Security tax will 
increase to $142,800, up 
from $137,700. Earnings 
above the maximum are 
not subject to the Social 
Security tax, which is 6.2 
percent for employees and 
a matching 6.2 percent for 
employers. 

There’s no income cap for 
the Medicare tax, which is 
2.9 percent. (Employers pay 
1.45 percent and employees 
cover the other half.). The 
self-employed pay the en- 
tire 12.4 percent for Society 
Security and 2.9 percent for 
Medicare. 

Of the 178 million 
workers with earnings in 
Social Security-covered 
employment in 2019, about 
6 percent had earnings that 
equaled or exceeded the 
maximum amount subject 
to taxes, according to the 
Social Security Adminis- 
tration. 

During his campaign, 
Biden said that, if elected, 
he would address the sol- 
vency problem by adding a 
new tier of FICA contribu- 
tions for high-earners. He 
recommends applying the 
payroll tax to income above 
$400,000, which would still 
extend the life of the trust 
funds by only about five 
years, according to a report 
by the Urban Institute. 

“The plan he has outlined 
will ensure benefit cuts are 
never on the table while 
putting Social Security on a 
path to long-term solven- 
cy by asking the wealthy 
to pay their fair share,” 
White House spokeswoman 
Rosemary Boeglin said in 
an email. 

On the White House 
website, the Biden adminis- 
tration listed its “immediate 
priorities” — containing the 
coronavirus, encouraging 
a clean-energy revolu- 
tion, addressing systemic 
racism, providing relief to 
people struggling with the 
economic fallout from the 
pandemic, providing afford- 
able health care, reforming 
immigration, and finally 
restoring America’s global 
standing. 

It’s an ambitious list. 
Every action is worthy of 
Biden’s attention now, but 
tackling the looming Social 
Security crisis needs top 
billing, too.
